WHOLESALE TRADE. 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the Sales Tax Acts. With 
certain specified exemptions, goods sold by wholesale in Australia including imports, are taxable. The returns do not relate 
to all wholesale trade, as vendors trading only in exempt goods are not required to furnish returns. They do not necessarily 
cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects of legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable 
and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degrees. Insufficient 
information is available to enable adjustment to be made to the crude figures on this account.
